SUMMARY: HIGHLIGHTS EOR AUGUST WERE A SALE OF DRILLING 
BITS BY REED TOOL, A SALE OE HEAVY OEFROAD TRUCKS BY KENWORTH 
(EACH OE THESE SALES WAS WORTH ABOUT DOLLARS THREE MILLION), 

A REPORTED SALE OF UREA FERTILIZER, AND CONCLUSION OE A 
CONTRACTUAL ARRANGEMENT WHEREBY AN AMERICAN EIRM WILL 
PROCURE INSTRUMENTATION SYSTEMS EOR GAS TURBINES TO BE 
USED AT THE NANKING POWER GENERATION PLANT. OTHER U.S. 

FIRMS DISCUSSED PETROLEUM EXPLORATION AND PRODUCTION EQUIP- 
MENT, COAL MINING EQUIPMENT, IRON ORE ENGINEERING, TIRE 
CORD, DIESEL ENGINES, BULLDOZERS, COMPUTERS, AND EILM- 
MAKING EQUIPMENT. IN A EIRST FOR US, OFFICIALS OF THE CHINA 
NATIONAL EXPORT COMMODITIES PACKAGING CORPORATION (CHINAPAK) 
VISITED USLO DURING THE MONTH TO VIEW A VIDEOTAPE PRESEN- 
TATION OE PACKAGING EQUIPMENT PREPARED BY AN AMERICAN BUSI- 
NESSWOMAN. ON THE PURCHASING SIDE, AMERICANS BOUGHT TEXTILES, 
APPAREL, AND CARPETS, AND WERE NEGOTIATING ON TUNG OIL. A 
EEW AMERICANS ATTENDED THE ARTS AND CRAETS MINIEAIR, HELD 
DURING AUGUST IN PEKING. THE NATIONAL COUNCIL EOR U.S.- 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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CHINA TRADE'S PACKAGING EQUIPMENT DELEGATION HAD A SUCCESSEUL 
VISIT TO THE PRC, AND NINE COMMERCIALLY-ORIENTED CHINESE 
DELEGATIONS LEET PEKING EOR THE U.S. DURING THE MONTH. END 
SUMMARY. 

U.S. SELLERS 

1. PETROLEUM EQUIPMENT AND OEFSHORE EXPLORATION: 
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- EXXON CORPORATION: A DELEGATION VISITED PEKING AND ALSO 
HAD AN OPPORTUNITY TO INSPECT OFESHORE FACILITIES IN THE 
POHAI GULE AND SOUTH CHINA. 

- UNION OIL COMPANY: THE THIRD U.S. PETROLEUM EIRM, A 
DELEGATION HEADED BY BOARD CHAIRMAN FRED HARTLEY, VISITED 
PEKING AND SOUTH CHINA IN MID-AUGUST. UNION'S DISCUSSIONS 
APPARENTLY FOLLOWED THE SAME PATTERN AS THE PREVIOUS THREE 
COMPANIES. 

- KENWORTH (REPRESENTED BY SMITH DASING): SIGNED A THREE 
MILLION DOLLAR CONTRACT EOR APPROXIMATELY 15-20 HEAVY OEF- 
ROAD TRUCKS EOR USE IN CHINESE OIL EIELDS. 

- SMITH INTERNATIONAL LTD.: TWO DIVISIONS OF THIS COMPANY - 
SMITH TOOL COMPANY AND DRILCO (BOTH REPRESENTED BY SMITH 
DASING) - WERE IN CHINA IN AUGUST. DRILCO WENT TO TAKANG 
TO INSTRUCT THE CHINESE ON USE OF MEASURING EQUIPMENT SOLD 
EARLIER. A SMITH TOOL REP (JIM KINGSOLVER) RETURNED TO PEKING 
ON AUGUST 28 AETER SPENDING ABOUT TWO WEEKS IN SHENGLI OILFIELD 
HOLDING TECHNICAL SEMINARS AND VISITING THE OILFIELD. SOME 

50 TECHNICIANS FROM ALL OF CHINA'S OILFIELDS ATTENDED THE 
SEMINARS WHICH RANGED OVER DRILLING, DRILLING FLUID ENGIN- 
EERING AND ROCK BIT DESIGN AND MANUFACTURING. KINGSOLVER 
VISITED A DRILLING SITE NEAR THE POHAI GULP AT THE MOUTH 
OF THE YELLOW RIVER AND NOTED ABOUT TEN RIGS WERE OPERATING 
AND THAT DRILLING WAS TAKING PLACE AT 3000-3500 METERS ON 
SOME RIGS. KINGSOLVER WAS VERY SURPRISED TO SEE THAT MANY 
RIGS ENGAGED IN EXPLORATORY DRILLING HAD NO BLOW-OUT PREVENTERS. 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE RIGS WERE ALSO VERY OLD AND ANTIQUATED BY U.S. STANDARDS. 

- BAKER TRADING CO.: BAKER, GRAY AND THERMOTICS CONTINUED 
NEGOTIATIONS DURING AUGUST ON THERMAL STEAM RECOVERY EQUIP- 
MENT (PEKING 2366). 

- BOWEN OIL TOOLS: THIS FIRM (REPRESENTED BY BAKER TRADING) 

IS SEEKING TO SELL "FISHING TOOLS" FOR OIL AND GAS WELLS. 

- REED TOOL CO.: TECHIMPORT HAS ASKED REED (ALSO REPRESENTED 
BY BAKER TRADING CO.) TO MAKE A PROPOSAL EOR THE SALE OP 

A COMPLETE DRILLING BIT PLANT (WITH A CAPACITY OF 50,000 
ROCK BITS PER YEAR). 

2. MINING EQUIPMENT AND ENGINEERING SERVICES: 

- REED TOOL CO.: REED SOLD THREE MILLION DOLLARS WORTH 

OF DRILLING BITS FOR USE ON VERTICAL SHAFT BORING MACHINES. 

SOME OF THE MACHINES ON WHICH THE HEADS WILL BE USED WILL 
BE MORE THAN FIVE METERS IN DIAMETER; OTHERS WILL BE USED 
TO DRILL VENTILATION SHAFTS (PEKING 2597 INCORRECTLY REPORTED 
THIS SALE AS A ROCK BIT SALE. REED IS NOW DISCUSSING A LARGE 
ROCK BIT SALE AND AGENT STAN MILLS EXPECTS TO SIGN A CONTRACT 
AFTER SEPT 15). 

- LONGYEAR COMPANY: THIS COMPANY APPEARED TO BE IN THE 
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FINAL STAGES OF NEGOTIATION FOR DIAMOND DRILLS TO EXPLORE 
MINING SITES. HOWEVER, THEY LEFT PEKING WITHOUT TELLING 
US WHETHER THEY WERE SUCCESSFUL OR NOT. 

- KAISER: KAISER ENGINEERING (REPRESENTED BY CHASE PACIFIC 
TRADE ADVISORS) APPEARS TO HAVE HAD A VERY SUCCESSFUL PRE- 
LIMINARY VISIT TO CHINA. THEY VISITED IRON ORE MINES IN 
HOPEI AND LIAONING. MINISTER OF METALLURGY, T'ANG K'O GAVE 
A BANQUET FOR KAISER AND EVEN CAME TO ONE OF THE KAISER 
SEMINARS. KAISER WAS ASKED TO SUBMIT ENGINEERING PROPOSALS 
FOR A NUMBER OF IRON ORE MINES. THE CHINESE THOUGHT THAT 
THE GENERAL ENGINEERING PROPOSALS (INCLUDING SUPERVISING 
CONSTRUCTION) WERE TOO EXPENSIVE AND ASKED KAISER TO SUBMIT 
"PRELIMINARY" ENGINEERING PROPOSALS. KAISER WANTS TO BE 
PAID ON A "COST-REIMBURSABLE" BASIS - A POINT OF CONTENTION 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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BETWEEN THE CHINESE AND SEVERAL OTHER COMPANIES WHO HAVE 
BEEN DISCUSSING CONTRACTS FOR ENGINEERING SERVICES. WE DO 
NOT KNOW OF ANY CONTRACTS THAT HAVE YET INCLUDED COST- 
REIMBURSABLE PROVISIONS; HOWEVER, THE CHINESE HAVE NOT RULED 
OUT THE IDEA EITHER. KAISER WILL RETURN IN SEPTEMBER. 

- FLOUR: FLOUR MINING SPECIALISTS ARE HERE TO CONTINUE 
THEIR DISCUSSIONS. FIRM REP ERIC KALKHURST DOES NOT EXPECT 

ANY MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS ON THEIR PROPOSALS FOR ANOTHER MONTH 
OR TWO. 

- ROBERTS AND SCHAEFER: THIS FIRM (REPRESENTED BY CALIFAS, 

A NEW FIRM BASED IN HONG KONG THAT REPRESENTS ONLY U.S. FIRMS)F 
IS DISCUSSING SALES OF COAL WASHING EQUIPMENT. 

- GARDNER DENVER: THEY ARE MAKING PROPOSALS TO MACHIMPEX 
FOR BLAST HOLE ROTARY DRILLS AND WATER WELL DRILLING RIGS 
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(FOR USE IN COAL MINES). THE POTENTIAL OF THE CONTRACT IS 
FROM THREE TO SEVEN MILLION DOLLARS. THEY ARE REPRESENTED 
BY PETER WONG OF C-TRAN CORPORATION IN TORONTO, CANADA. 

3. PETROCHEMICAL: 

- CHEMTEX/DUPONT: A TEAM FROM THESE TWO COMPANIES IS HERE 
DISCUSSING THE POSSIBILITY OF CONSTRUCTING A COMPLETE PLANT 
FOR "NYLON 66" FOR USE IN TIRE RETREADING FACILITIES. THEY 
BELIEVE THAT THE CHINESE ARE VERY INTERESTED IN THIS PRO- 
DUCT AND FEEL THEY HAVE LITTLE COMPETITION. CHEMTEX HOPES 
TO INTEREST THE CHINESE IN A SERIES OF TECHNICAL SEMINARS 

ON A WIDER RANGE OF ARTIFICIAL FIBERS. THE TECHNICAL SEMINARS 
ARE WITH CHINATEX WHICH MAY INDICATE THAT THE CHINESE ARE 
NOT PREPARED TI INVOLVE TECHIMPORT IN COMMERCIAL NEGOTIATIONS 
AT THIS STAGE. 

4. AGRICULTURAL EQUIPMENT, FERTILIZER, AND CONSTRUCTION 
EQUIPMENT: 

- UNION OIL COMPANY AND COLLIER CARBON AND CHEMICAL COR- 
PORATION: A REPORTED SALE OF UREA FERTILIZER WAS MADE BY 
THESE COMPANIES. THE UREA WILL BE SOURCED FROM ALASKA AS 
WILL ADDITIONAL SALES MADE BY MITSUBISHI CORP. 
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- CATERPILLAR: REPRESENTATIVES ARE HERE AGAIN TO DISCUSS 
SALES OF BULLDOZERS AND OIL FIELD TRANSPORT VEHICLES. THIS 
TIME THEY HAVE ALSO MET WITH TECHIMPORT AS WELL AS MACHIMPEX. 

- CUMMINS: CUMMINS WAS HERE TO MAKE PROPOSALS REGARDING 
DIESEL ENGINES. FIRM SAID THAT THE CHINESE WOULD LIKE TO 

BUY THE MANUFACTURING TECHNOLOGY BUT FIRM REPS SEEMED MORE 
INTERESTED IN SELLING ENGINES. WE UNDERSTAND THAT THE DIESEL 
ENGINES WOULD BE USED IN CONJUNCTION WITH A PROPOSED BULL- 
DOZER PLANT TO BE BUILT BY THE JAPANESE FIRM KOMATSU. 

5. INSTRUMENTATION, ELECTRONICS AND COMPUTERS: 

- B&F CORPORATION: EUGENE FRANK SUCCESSFULLY COMPLETED HIS 
NEGOTIATIONS WITH TECHIMPORT. HE HAS TWO CONTRACTS. ON THE 
LARGER ONE WORTH ABOUT TWO AND A QUARTER MILLION DOLLARS, 

HE WILL ACT AS GENERAL CONTRACTOR FOR PROCURING ALL SYSTEMS 
(FROM MANY DIFFERENT COMPANIES) FOR THE INSTRUMENTS TO 
CONTROL SIX GAS TURBINES TO BE INSTALLED IN A NANKING 
POWER GENERATION PLANT. THE CONTRACT CALLS FOR DELIVERY 

IN TWO YEARS BUT FRANK SAYS IT SHOULD ALL BE DELIVERED IN 
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18 MONTHS. HE MUST GET APPROVAL TO EXPORT A DIGITAL ELEC- 
TRONICS CORPORATION COMPUTER PDP 1 134, WHICH ERANK THINKS 
WILL NOT PRESENT SERIOUS PROBLEMS. ERANK ALSO CONCLUDED A 
CONTRACT EOR THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLARS TO DO AN ENGINEERING 
DESIGN STUDY; HE THINKS THIS STUDY WILL CONVINCE THE CHINESE 
TO PURCHASE ANOTHER ONE MILLION DOLLARS WORTH OE EQUIPMENT. 
BEFORE LEAVING FRANK WAS INTRODUCED TO OTHER POTENTIAL END 
USERS - INCLUDING TECHNICIANS FROM PEKING UNIVERSITY'S 
"JET PROPULSION " LAB. 

- SPERRY RANDAJNIVAC DIVISION: SEVERAL DELEGATIONS EROM 
SPERRY RAND HAVE BEEN IN PEKING DURING AUGUST. ONE GROUP 
SURVEYED PEKING LIVING COSTS IN THE EVENT THEY HAVE TECH- 
NICIANS HERE EOR LONG PERIODS. ANOTHER GROUP HAS BEGUN VERY 
PRELIMINARY TRAINING ON THE TWO COMPUTERS THAT WERE SOLD 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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IN JUNE. THEY ALSO HAVE A NEGOTIATING TEAM HERE DISCUSSING 
CONTRACT MODIEICATIONS EOR THEIR EARLIER CONTRACT TO MEET 
U.S. EXCON REQUIREMENTS. THEY APPEAR TO BE RATHER PESSIMISTIC 
ABOUT GETTING THE CHINESE TO ACQUIESCE TO ANY FORM OF VISI- 
TATION OR SERVICE RIGHTS. HOWEVER, THEY RELIEVE THEY HAVE 
A EIETY-EIFTY CHANCE OE SIGNING YET ANOTHER CONTRACT EOR 
A THIRD COMPUTER SYSTEM EOR SEISMOLOGICAL WORK (EARTHQUAKE 
PREDICTION). THEY BELIEVE THAT THEY MAY BE ABLE TO CONVINCE 
THE CHINESE TO ACCEPT A COMPUTER NO MORE SOPHISTICATED THAN 
THE HITACHI MODEL NOW BEING INSTALLED IN THE PEKING CENTRAL 
METEOROLOGICAL BUREAU. 

- FILMO: THIS HONG KONG COMPANY EXHIBITED U.S. AUDIO- 
VISUAL EQUIPMENT ALONG WITH THAT OE OTHER CLIENTS IN PEKING 
IN AUGUST. THEY REPORTEDLY SHIPPED MORE THAN TWO HUNDRED 
THOUSAND DOLLARS WORTH OE EQUIPMENT TO PEKING EOR THE EXHIBIT. 

- IBM: TWO IBM STAFEERS SPENT OVER ONE WEEK IN SHENYANG 
HOLDING CLASSES EOR TECHNICIANS OE THE SHENYANG BLOWER 
WORKS. ACCORDING TO IBM, THE CLASSES WERE PRIMARILY ENGLISH 
TRAINING TO EQUIP THE TECHNICIAN WITH THE SKILLS TO READ 
IBM MANUALS AND ATTEND TECHNICAL TRAINING SCHOOLS IN THE 
U.S. WHEN THE IBM COMPUTER SALE IS EVENTUALLY APPROVED.

- UNISON INTERNATIONAL: ON BEHALE OE A CLIENT, BEULAH 

SUNG, THE MANAGING DIRECTOR OE THIS SMALL CLEVELAND COMPANY, 
GAVE A VIDEO TAPE PRESENTATION TO THE CHINA NATIONAL EXPORT 
COMMODITIES PACKAGING CORPORATION. THE SHOWING WAS HELD 
AT USLO II USING USLO EQUIPMENT. MRS. SUNG HAD NO DIFEICULTY 
CONVINCING THE CORPORATION TO COME TO USLO EOR THE SHOWING 
AND ABOUT FIFTEEN PERSONS ATTENDED. SHE ALSO VISITED SHANGHAI 
AND PLANNED TO GIVE PRESENTATIONS THERE. 

- CALGON: THIS DIVISION OF MERCK COMPANY WAS IN PEKING 
BUT WE DO NOT HAVE ANY DETAILS ON THEIR DISCUSSIONS. 

- EMC CORPORATION: ROBERT MCCULLOUGH, DIRECTOR OF INTER- 
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NATIONAL MARKETING VISITED PEKING TO DISCUSS A BROAD RANGE 
OF COMPANY PRODUCTS INCLUDING OIL FIELD EQUIPMENT, FOOD 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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PROCESSING EQUIPMENT, AND AGRICULTURAL AND INDUSTRIAL 
CHEMICALS. 

- KODAK: KODAK MADE A SMALL SALE (THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLARS) 
OF FILM DURING THEIR VISIT IN AUGUST. THEY BELIEVE THE 
CHINESE WILL MAKE SUBSTANTIALLY LARGER FUTURE PURCHASES. 

- MID- AMERICA CHINA EXCHANGE INC.: THIS IS A SMALL COMPANY 
WHOSE GENERAL MANAGER IS WALTER KEATS. KEATS HAS VISITED 
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PEKING AND ATTENDED THE CANTON FAIR AS PRESIDENT OF THE 
"MIDDLE WEST TRADING CORPORATION". KEATS HAD PLANNED TO 
BRING 400 TOURISTS (IN FOUR GROUPS OF 100 EACH) TO CHINA 
IN 1978. HOWEVER, KEATS TOLD USLO THAT CHINA INTERNATIONAL 
TRAVEL SERVICE IS CUTTING HIM BACK TO 200 TO 300 TOURISTS 
NEXT YEAR. THEY SUGGESTED THAT KEATS COULD PERHAPS MAKE 
ARRANGEMENTS WITH PAN AM OR ANOTHER AIRLINE TO BRING MID- 
AMERICAN TOURISTS TO CHINA UNDER THE AIRLINES AGREEMENT.

- TEXTURES INTERNATIONAL: THEY WERE HERE BUYING TEXTILES. 
THE COMPANY ALSO PRESENTED PROPOSALS TO SELL A WIDE RANGE 
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OF EQUIPMENT. 

- ROCKLAND INDUSTRIES: ALSO HERE TO BUY TEXTILES. 

- D.E. SHANE: HIS SHIPMENT OE CHINESE VODKA WAS REIECTED 

BY TREASURY'S BUREAU OE ALCOHOL, TOBACCO AND EIREARMS BECAUSE 
THE VODKA DID NOT MEET MINIMUM PROOF STANDARDS, WAS IMPRO- 
PERLY LABELED AND WAS NOT BOTTLED IN STANDARD CONTAINERS.

THE CHINESE HAVE GREATLY REDUCED TUNG OIL SHIPMENTS IN THE 
PAST PEW YEARS AND PARTLY BECAUSE OP THIS THE PRICE OP 
TUNG OIL HAS INCREASED SHARPLY. NOW CHINA IS APPARENTLY 
THINKING OF EXPORTING MORE AND DEVELOPING RELATIONS WITH 
MORE IMPORTERS. INDUSTRIAL OIL PRODUCTS PROPOSES TO PURCHASE 
A FAIRLY SMALL FIRST ORDER; THE CHINESE POR UNEXPLAINED 
REASONS ARE INSISTING ON SELLING IT P.O.B. 

- INTERNATIONAL CORPORATION OF AMERICA: IN ADDITION TO 
REPRESENTING CLIENTS TRYING TO SELL TO CHINA, THE WANGS 
ARE HERE TO PURCHASE CARPETS. 

- SHAMASH AND SONS: JACK SHAMASH HAS BEEN IN PEKING AND 
ASKED POR A MEETING WITH USLO TO DISCUSS AN AMENDMENT OFPERED 
BY REPRESENTATIVE AUCOIN THAT WOULD ACCORD MEN TREATMENT 
ON SILK, BUT DID NOT RETURN. 

- ARTS AND CRAPTS MINIFAIR: ACCORDING TO AN ARTCHINA OF-
